‘Jewish schools costly and unsophisticated’ 


Achilles’ heel of Canadian Jewry

The 300,000-strong Jewish com- 
munity in Canada is “vital, active 
and faced with no real 
gays the 57-year-old president of 
the Canadian Jewish Con: Ἧ 
Sydney M. Harris, Q.C. Never- 
theless, he continues, “we can- 
not be complacent about the con- 


dition of Jews everywhere — in 
Canada, the rest of the Diaspora, 
and Israel” 


‘The Congress, which 15 composed 
of 100 Jew'sh religious, political, 
social, jandsmanschajt ond welfare 
orgamzations, is similar to the Con- 
ference of Presidents of Major 
American Jewish Organizations, ex- 
cept that the CJC Is concerned with 
a Whole spectrum of Jewish prob- 
Jems and not just foreign policy 
issucs. A small circle of officers 
meets mosthly, while a plenary, at 
which new officers are elected, con- 
venes every three years. 

“We were al) upset by the Cana- 
dian abstention on the UN vote to 
allow Ayafat to address the Gene- 
ral Assembly,” states Mr. Harris. 
“I think the government's position 
was a result of misunderstanding 
of whst the issue involved. But 
when we explained to Prime Min- 
ister Trudeau how we felt, he per- 
sonally came to the UN to speak 
in favour of Resolution 242 which 
has long been Canada’s position. 
And later, Canada voted on Israel's 
side in Unesco.” 


The Canadian Jewish Congress le 
the sustaining lifeline of the Cuban 
Jewish community of 1.700 says 
Mr. Harris. “We're on good terms 
with Cuba, so we're really the only 
country that can do it.” The Con- 
gress sends a large shipment of 
Passover supplies —- enough for 
several months — to the Jewish 
organizations in Cuba, which is sold 
to the people. The money is then 
used to support the synagogue and 
rabbi on the island. 

Soviet Jewish emigration has be- 
come the rallying flag for thousands 
of Canadian youth and a focus for 
the Jewish establishment as well. 
When Alexel Kosygin spent a week 
in Canada, says Mr. Harris, “every 
tlme he looked out of his hotel 
window he saw Jews demonstra- 
ting: ‘Let my people go.’ In every 
city he visited, there was some 
Ruasian Jewry protest going on all 
night.” 

Jewish education at all levels is 
the Achillea’ heel of Canadian Jewry. 
It is expensive (tuition for a year 
in a Jewish day school on the high 
school level is about &700), under- 
staffed and unsophisticated. About 
48 per cent of Canadian Jewish 
youngsters get some form of Jew- 
jah education, but this includes Sun- 
day schools open only a few hours 
once a week. Although he recog- 
nizea the need for more and better 
day achools, Mr. Harris, a lawyer 
by profession, favours the concept 
of separation of church and state,

No Sabbath 
law on

Religious members of the Jerusa- 
lem Municipal Council learned to 
thelr dismay last night that there is 
no law requiring petrol stations in 
the city to remain closed on the 
Sabbath.

Deputy Mayor Yehoshua Matza of 
Likud read a legal opinion provided 
by the city’s legal adviser, Yoram 
Barsela, which said that petrol sta- 
tions are omitted from the dy-law 
calling for the Sabbath closure of 
stores, workshops, eating places and 
Placea of entertainment. Mr. Matza 
Said that by their excessive emphasls 
on the issue of Sabbath closures, the 
religious Council members were ex- 
posing holes in the law which were 
in due course exploited by various 
enterprises. 

Stnce 1967, nou-religious Jerusa- 
lemites have not been unduly in- 
convenienced by the closure of Jew- 
ish-ownedl petrol stations on the 
Sabbath since they have been able 
to obtain petrol from Moslem or 
Christian-owned stations In East Je- 
rusalem.

Russians pardon 
Briton jailed 
for hotel fire 


MOSCOW (UPI). — Soviet author- 
ities have pardoned a British tour- 
ist, sentenced to two years in a 
labour camp last year for “negli- 
gently" setting fire to his hotel 
room, according to reports In West. 
ern diplomatic circles here. 

The reports said the British For- 
elgn Office has advised the family 
of Alexander Paton, 30, of the 
decision. Paton is expected to be 
freed within the next few days, the 
reports said. 

The decision apparently was a 
goodwill gesture in advance of 
British Premier Harold Wilson's 
visit to the Soviet Union, scheduled 
to start on Thursday. 

A ἃ court sentenced Pa- 
ton on February 11, 1974 to two 
years in a labour camp after a 
fire swept through part of the 
Yevropeiskaya Hotel on November 
27, 1973. Two women, a Finnish 
tourlst and a Russian, died as a 
result of the blaze. 

Judge Mikhail Rakuta said Pa- 
ton’s guilt was clearly proved. The 
Prosecution alleged Paton was 
drunk, dropped a match or a 
cigarette butt on the floor and went 
to sleep.

GENEVA (AP). — The wheels of
